You say you "have no critic- 
ism." Neither have we, we 

have pit> , wo have .sy mpathy f(»r 
the fellows, who would, just be- 
cause a woman asks him, turn 
ujj^on the best of all friends and 
neighbors, those who have stood 
like soldiers by you, that you 
would gladly malign for the sake 
of being a pacifist tosomewhfans 
of a lot of women who have come

CMeegOh Oct. r>. "A ton of 
tobaoeo a week for our railroad 
regiments" is a new sktgan of 
the railroad' supply eooeams of 
the United States. 

A Nation* w Ide movement has 
just been starte<l anifing men who 
make or sell everything usetl on 
railroads, to araure the solace of 
smoking to every American rail- 
way man in Prance. 

Thi-ough the co-opf'ration of the 
railroad<t with the United States 
government, md by the voluntary 
enlistment of railway otiicials 
promptly raised. They were the 
first contingent to leave this coun- 
try for war service and the first 
to be engaged actively in it. 
They are building, rebuilding 
and operating the military lines 
behind the French front, and 

have been objects ( f attaot by 
German aviators and artillery. 
More "railway regiments" will 
be raised in this country for war 
service abroad. How many will 
be nec ea s w ry caanot be estimated 
now. 

The orginatora of themovemen t 
to supply the "railway rey;'\- 
mentt" with smoking tobacco 
took up the matter with Samual 
M. Felton, president of the Chica- 
go Great Western railway and di. 
rector general of United "tates 
railways abroad. Mr. Fulton en- 
dorsed the plan and had a study 
made which showed that it would 
take over a ton of smokeing 
tobacco every week, costing over 
a $1,000. to supply the railway 
regimenta. 

Now the railway supply men are 
going to raise over |60,000 for 
smoking tobacco for those regi- 
ments, no matter how long the 
warlasta. Thefolk>wlng commit- 
tee has been appointed in charge 
of the "Railway Regiments' To- 
bacco Fund":

War Board. Accurate figures as to 
the extent to which the supplying 
of food and necessities for the sol- 
diers at the training camps will 
intenaify the transportation pro- 
blem will not be available nntill all 

of the camp-; liave rcceiv rd thcii- 



full quota. The task which the 
railroads have beeu asked to per- 
form, however, ia a dMhrentone: 

it involves the supplylugef all the 
necessities of life for sixteen non-, 
productive dtiee of a popataliofi • 

of 40,(K)0 each and fifty-six small 
er cities ranging in population 
from 300 to 8000. Altogether more 
than a milhm man gatliered at 
the varioe cantonments most hav» 
their dailv nwessities brought to 
them by railroadd. As it takes at 
least five pounds of food per day 
for each soUier. in addition to th(» 
food, clothing, fuel and other sup- 
plies that are constantly needed, 
the railroads have thdrwork cut 
out for them.

Outside the home there is no in- 
f luience so strongly ef fictive for 
the good of little children as is 
the kindergartin. It's purpose is 
manifold. It prepares the child 
for grade wnrk by developing his 
powers iif .attention, ohservntion. 
jubgtmentand concentration. It 
gives him a fundamental appreci- 
ation of nature and of liis follo>v 
men. It developer Individ ualitv. 
the mastery of .self, th" growth nf 
independence and the recognit- 
ion Old uses of his branic senses. 
It instills in him a sense of cour- 
tesy, reverence and patrio^tiam 
All this is aeeomplished thru the 
eames, songs, gifts, stories etdt- 
era. 

The true Kindergartner studies 
each individual child and opens 
the way for him to develope his 
personality thru creative work 
As he modles in clay, as be draws 
freely in his own crude designs 
with paper, worstids, and other 
materials, his power to express his 
own ideas is increased and strong- 
thened. The Kindergarten work 
teaches the child to express him- 
self freely' It is this lack of self 
expression which causeaso much 
discont among adults. The Kind- 
ergarten takes another step when 
it emphasizes the social as well as 
the indivklual interssts. In the 
group work, the child must, for 
the time being, subordinate per- 
sonal whim and impulse to the 
common desin. Since in later life 
he must live and work in harmo- 
ny with other?, it is well that in 
childhood he should acquire a hap- 
py attitude toward that which is 
for the common good. 

To give a slight idea of our 
real work we wfll nentibn some
